Lesson One: Ffie Increased Ver6 Forms 


Volume I dealt with the different patterns of conjugation for Arabic verbs and 
their derived nouns, for trilateral roots without the addition of any non-base 
letters. These are known as the simple verb forms ( ff£- ). These patterns were 
subsequently shown to vary slightly according to ‘ain ( ?) position voweling in 
the active past and present tense verbs , resulting in six unique valid combinations 
(i.e. the six types of verb form I). It was mentioned that these six types were the 
only possibilities for any given trilateral root to have, in its simple form. 

Volume II introduces the addition of non-base letters to trilateral roots, which 
are used to provide enhanced and specialized meanings relative to their simple 
forms. These non-base letter additions, known as the increased verb forms ( 

<ui ), also follow set patterns of conjugation. In all, twelve patterns, designated 
by the Roman numerals II-XIII, are commonly encountered. This book will 
discuss the rules and present tables for each form, as well as cover patterns for 
qtiadrilateral verbs in both their simple and increasedforms. 

PRINCIPLE ONE 

Each of the increased verb forms is constructed by adding non-base letters to the 
trilateral base, and then placing those letters on specific voweling patterns. 
Over the next few lessons, sample verbs will be used to illustrate these patterns. 
The position of the base letters should be noted so that the student can 
eventually replace the sample verb with different base letters. 

PRINCIPLE TWO 

The past tense verb, present tense verb, as well as the emphatic, the command and 
the prohibition forms of the increased verb forms are all conjugated in a manner 
similar to that covered in Volume I ol this series. 
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PRINCIPLE THREE 

Three noun patterns are derived for the increased verb forms — the active and 
passive participles , as well as the noun of time and place. The active and passive 
participles take similar forms, with the only difference between the two being 
one voweling change. Each is conjugated in a manner similar to that described 
in Volume I of this series. The noun of time and place takes the same pattern as 
the passive participle and therefore is not covered independently. As opposed to 
the simple forms covered in Volume I, the increased verb forms do not form the 
noun of usage nor the superlative noun. 

PRINCIPLE FOUR 

Twelve increased verb forms are commonly encountered, however, not all of 
these forms apply to a single trilateral base. Instead, it may avail, for example, 
verb forms II, V and VI only. The particular increased forms used by each 
trilateral base are learned through experience and reading. Conversely, some 
trilateral bases may not have a simple form and can only be found in their 
increased forms. 

PRINCIPLE FIVE 

Each of the increased verb forms generally retains the basic meaning of its 
trilateral base with slight, often nuanced, changes in meaning. These forms can 
be referred to using either their assigned roman numeral or, more typically, by 
the pattern of their verbal noun.

PRINCIPLE TWO 

Verb form II often provides a meaning of intensity 
kill while Jii means to massacre. 

PRINCIPLE THREE 
Taking the three base letters and placing them on the pattern of J^li forms 

verb form III. Thus, becomes This form is characterized by the

PRINCIPLE FOUR 

Verb form III often provides a meaning of mutual action. For example, JiS 
means to kill while jili means to fight against someone (where both parties are 
fighting). 

PRINCIPLE FIVE 

The past tense verb, present tense verb, as well as the emphatic, the command and 
the prohibition forms are conjugated in a manner similar to that covered in 
Volume I of this series. These conjugations are illustrated in the following 
tables. 

PRINCIPLE SIX 

A number of increased verb forms have the addition of an extra alif after the fa ’ 
or ‘ain position base letter. When forming the past tense passive form this poses 
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a problem, since an alif must always be preceded by a fatbab. This difficulty is 
alleviated by changing the alif to a tvdtv, which is the corresponding long vowel 
for a dhammah. This change can be found in verb forms III, VI and XI. For 
example, in verb form III the passive was originally ujU, which was changed

PRINCIPLE ONE 

Taking the three base letters and placing them on the pattern of forms 

verb form V. Thus, J-t—>-(3 becomes J!ij. This form is characterized by the 

doubled ain position base letter and the extra ta before the ^’position base 
letter. 

PRINCIPLE TWO 

Volume I of this series mentioned the manner of forming the passive tense for 
both the past and present tense verb. While those methods were correct, they 
were simplified to allow the student to focus on the simple verbs forms, and 
need to be expanded so that they can be universally applied to both the simple 
and increased verb forms, as well as all quadrilateral verbs. 

The past tense passive, for all verb forms, is created by changing the vowelling 
of the second to last letter to a kasrah and by changing the vowelling on all 
preceding vowelled letters to a dhammah. For example, the passive of JL will 
be JkaJ. 

The present tense passive, for all verbs, is created by changing the vowelling of 
the first letter (i.e. the huruf attain) to a dhammah and by changing the 
vowelling on all forthcoming vowelled letters to a fathah, except the final 
letter, which will remain unchanged. For example, the passive of will be 

PRINCIPLE THREE 

Verb form V often provides a reflexive meaning. For example, C~1S means to 
turn around, while Cdi; means to be turned around. 
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PRINCIPLE FOUR 

Taking the three base letters and placing them on the pattern of forms 

verbs form VI. Thus, becomes JILL. This form is characterized by the 

extra alif between the fa and ‘din position base letters and the extra ta before 
thews’position base letter. 

PRINCIPLE FIVE 

Verb form VI often provides a meaning of mutual action. For example, JJ 
means to accept, while Jj13j means to confront or be opposite one another. 


PRINCIPLE SIX 

The past tense verb, present tense verb, as well as the emphatic, the command and 
the prohibition forms are conjugated in a manner similar to that covered in 
Volume I of this series. These conjugations are illustrated in the following 
tables.

PRINCIPLE TWO 

Verb form IX often provides a meaning of inflection. For example, means to 
redden, while Xl means to turn red. This form is used exclusively for colors 
and defects. 

PRINCIPLE THREE 

Verb form IX differs from previous forms in that it has a shaddab on the final 
lam position base letter (which indicates that the two lam position base letters 
were assimilated into a single letter). This sbaddah necessitates that a vowel be 
present on the final letter. However, this causes a problem for those 
conjugations that require the lam position base letter to be vowel-less, e.g. the 

o ^ 

lam in In particular, this problem arises in the last nine conjugations of 

the past tense verb, two conjugations in the default present tense verb and seven 
conjugations in the present tense verb in the state otjazm (the two found in the 
default state as well as five additional ones). 

In all of the conjugations mentioned above, the verb is returned to its original 
form 1 and the last letter is made vowel-less as required, e.g. OjX\-

relative to form IX. 

PRINCIPLE THREE 

Similar to verb form IX, form XI also ends with a shaddah on the final lam 
position base letter, causing the same set of difficulties (and corresponding 
remedies) encountered in verb form IX. The student should carefully note the 
various changes in conjugation of this form.

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Lesson Light: Quadrifateraf Ver6 Forms 

PRINCIPLE ONE 

Although rare, certain verbs have four base letters. Similar to trilateral verbs, 
these quadrilateral verbs also have simple and increased forms. In all, there are 4 
quadrilateral forms, 1 simple (Q-T) and 3 increased forms (Q-// to Q-/V). Over 
the next two lessons, sample verbs will be used to illustrate these patterns. The 
position of the base letters should be noted so that the student can eventually 
replace the sample verb with different base letters. 

PRINCIPLE TWO 

The past tense verb, present tense verb, as well as the emphatic, the command and 
the prohibition forms of the quadrilateral verb forms are all conjugated in a 
manner similar to the trilateral increased verb forms. 

PRINCIPLE THREE 

Three noun patterns are derived from the quadrilateral verb forms — the active 
and passive participles, as well as the noun of time and place. The active and 
passive participles take similar forms, with the only difference between the two 
being one voweling change. The noun of time and place takes the same pattern 
as the passive participle and therefore is not considered independently. As 
opposed to the simple forms covered in Volume I, the quadrilateral verb forms do 
not form a noun of usage nor the superlative noun. 

PRINCIPLE FOUR 

Four quadrilateral verb forms are commonly encountered, however, not all of 
these forms apply to a single quadrilateral base. The particular forms used by 
each quadrilateral base are learned through experience and reading. 

PRINCIPLE FIVE 

The quadrilateral verb forms often carry a variety of different meanings which 
are best learned through experience and reading. 
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Note about the difference between thulati mazeed fihi and rubai mujarrad 
since at first they both appear to have 4 letters??? 


PRINCIPLE ONE 

Three increased verb forms are derived from the four-letter base. These are 
called quadrilateral verb forms II-IV (Table 10.1).

Each of these forms is conjugated with the same endings presented throughout 
this book.
